Ob/, The News from that Part of the World has 
been 40 uncertain, and full of Contradictions for 
a long Time, Roger, that there's no depending up- 
on it. However, ‘tis my Opinion, that the Infor- 
mation of the Swedi/b Muinilter is not fufficient to 
ballance the Letter-ef the Ca:r, if it be really his; 
for we cannot think, that fo great a Prince would 
expole himicit by writing a Falfhood of that Con- 
fequence, becaufe “twould turn fo much to his 
Diigrace, fhou'd it prove to be fo. On the other

quitted the Crown of Poland; and I fuppote it
